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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The following changes to. the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: Element "S60" in figure 9 has been changed to --S70-- as 
shown in red in the attached copy of figure 9. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Taga et 
al. reference, as modified, fails to show or suggest the limitation of the means for 
controlling the brake system to accomplish the target deceleration of the vehicle when 
the rolling amount exceeds a predetermined threshold. Examiner notes that in the Taga 
et al. reference, the number of revolutions of the wheel represents the rolling amount, 
as broadly claimed. Although Examiner maintains that the distance between the vehicle 
and a forward obstruction can be determined from the number of revolutions of the 
vehicle wheel, and although the Taga et al. reference discloses that vehicle deceleration 
increases when a forward obstruction approaches the vehicle, Examiner agrees that the 
reference does not disclose or suggest specifically that the target deceleration is 
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accomplished when the rolling amount or number of revolutions of the vehicle exceeds 
a predetermined threshold. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
